This is in reply to your request of 3 July 1953 for comments on 
S.J. Resolution 96 . 

International telecccaami cations are a powerful instrument of 
natioDal polio y. However, the technical and engineering aspects of 
the problem fa ave to be aLoaely Integrated with the over-all needs of 
national security and tied to over-ell policy, pluming, send guidance. 
Recent studies conducted for the national Security Council by the 
Telecomra m I oat loos Advisor to the President with the assistance of 
the principal ocsanuniCBtians organisations of the government, pointed 
UP the dependence of the technical problems of tel aco rn am i cat I ons 
upon broad national policy decisions. 

The rsport of the President's Couaaualcaticns Policy Board sub- 
mitted in March 1951, oonaidarad any of the interrelated national 
i a t ernatl «mi p roblasis inherent in the present tclcoossamlcst limn 
situat ion , and t he report of the pnw Uast't Cowcaittee on Inter national 
Information Activities recently completed stresses the importance of 
top level policy control and guidance of all inetruaanta of foreign 
information. Haw scientific techniques, which sane believe capable 
of transoceanic transmission of television programs, should he 
evaluated in terns of the urgent n ee ds of isgrowed international 
communications for national security and other national policy pur- 
poses. They should also be Judged in terns of the Halted number 
of television receivers in use in foreign countries and the problems 
of different technical standards of transmission. 
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Current and pi mod future studies being taade at the direction 
of the National Security Council are intended to improve our later* 
national teOeoceaamioatioos, to render them acre effective as an 
instrument of national policy and to speed the utilisation of new 
technique* to the caariMwe possible extent* these studies should be 
encouraged to proceed at the maxima® possible rate* The creation 
of another aosadaeian to deal with a specific portion of the total 
tedeoQHHunleatloas problem but impinging upon the responsibilities 
of the fcaperbeente of State end D efenee, the i^mrmtional Inform* 
tion Administration, and the federal Coasssilcc&iana CoeKstssion, as 
brought together at the National Security Council, ®ight retard 
rather then accelerate the exploitation of new tadbnicjues of inter- 
national tx&ecusmmleatiesrm .
